tainly sufficient to enable the 
present supply rite to be 
continued until the end of 
this year or early in the new 
year at the very latest. If 
there is no substantial rain 
by then, and the reaervoir 
levels continue to fall by 22- 
23 million gallons a day (the 
winter rate, as opposed to 
24-26 million gallons a day 
in summer on a three hours 
supply) it is almost certain 
that further cuts will have 
to be considered, There is 
no certainty either that the 
rainy senson will begin on 
time next May—there may 
be another Inte start next 
year and the rain may not 
come until June or July. 
Government has wisely set 
aside 1,600 million gallons to 
cope with this eventuality, 
Working on a 76-day period, 
this would allow the Colony 
a daily consumption of 20 
million gallons or a two 
hours a day supply. That fs 
the prospect before us.

Paris, Oct, 27. 

West Germany has agreed to 
Bive all possible ald to a French 
mission which will exhume aud 
transfer to France the bodies of' 
French war victims, especially 
deporteces. The mission will 
have access to elvil archives, 
eemeteries, crematoriums, hos- 
pitals, courts. prisons and lubour 
lodging and Ivod offices. 

These are the terms of a con- 
vention signed on Saturday by 
the West German Chancellor, 
Dr Adenauer, and the 
Premier, M. Mendcs-France, 
pubUshed here today. ‘The con- 
vention will be upplied after it 
is approved by the West Ger- 
man Bundesrat (Upper House) 
and on condition that the con- 
veniion on relations between 
West Germany and the three 
Western occupying powers is in 
force. 

Under a second convention, to 
come into effcet at the same time 
France egrees to look after Ger- 
man military graves in France. 
Germony gives a similar guar- 
ontce regarding Foench  mili- 
tary graves on its territory.— 
Reuter.
